Operators' Troubles. 


Asked by the committee as to 


whether the combination of 
car 


shortage and possible labor troubles 
would produce an advance in the 
price of coal this winter. Mr. Tay- 
lor said: 


"We were confronted in the coal 


business with this condition.

exempt from the Sherman law, and 
can get together and make any de- 
mand on the operators they want 
after consulting with each other in 
different parts of the country.

"Charges that the National Coal

after their interests in matters of 
pencra] concern, such as transporta- 
tion and trallic riuei,tiori3, standard- 
isation of cost accounting, co-opcra- 
lion with Governmental agencies and. 
similar activities. There tj nutliinj^ 
secret about its business. Its liles 
and records arc open to the Commit- 
tee or any other duly

"The National Coal Association 


neither buys nor sells coal; neither 
does it have anything whatever to do 
with the prices which its members 
ask or hell at. nor with the territory 
iiito which they thip their csml, nor 
the quantity which they produce." 


Mr. Morrow stated that bitumi- 


nous coal prices have declined amce 
the armistice, and in fjcnernl 
are 


lower than the prices fixed by the 
United States Fuel Administration. 
He pointed out to the Committee that 
until February J lust, the pricvj of 
bituminous coal was controlled by 
(ho maximum price fixed by the KUel 
Administration in the various pro- 
ducing districts. 


"These Fuel Administration prices 


were intended to prevent the charg- 
ing of undue prices for bituminous 
coal and to limit the profits which 
the mine operators might cr.ake." he 
said. 
"At the same time they in- 


cluded fair profits in order that the 
production of sufficient coal should 
be stimulated during thu war, but 
they 
did 
not 
permit 
exorbitant 


proh'ta. 
The 
Fuel Administration 


prices, however, did not take quality 
of coal into consideration. That is, 
the Fuel Administration did not give 
hijjher oriccs to the coal producers of 
any district merely because the coal 
was of better quality than the coal 
produced in some adjacent mining 
field. Poor coals and good coals, if 
their cost of production were the 
same, were treated alike, we under- 
Rtanrf. in fixing the Fuel Administra- 
tion prices." 


Buyers Fix Prices, 


Mr. Morrow submitted charts to 


the Committee graphically showing 
tha prices which hituminous coal sola 
at the mines in different districts 
of the United States from April 1 to 
Aujrnst 1. 1919. In connection with 
these charts, Mr. Morrow explained 
that -when the price restriction* of 


the Fuel" Administration were re- 
moved on February 1, 11M9, the bet- 
ter, more rletiralife coals went to rt 
premium 
in tiv.: open competitive 


market and the lesa deuiraMe coals 
deduied in price. 
Ho 
1 stated that 


this was tho action to he expected in 
a market where the buyer1 exercises 
his choice and can obtain the kind ho 
prefers. 
As a result instead of the 


uniform prices in different districts, 
which were fixed by the U. S. Fuel 
Administration, 
prices 
promptly 


spread out. home coa! goine: higher 
and .some lower than they had been. 


The charts submitted to the Com- 


mittee showed that in districts pro- 
ducing high quality coals, such ns 
Pittsburgh, 
Southern 
Illinois, the 


Marian

Kentucky, etc.. 


prices had remained at about tho 
level set by the Fuel Administration, 
or bad advanced a few cents above 
thnt: lev'-l. 
In mo:it districts, how- 


ever, such fl;5 Central Pennsylvania, 
Northwest 
Pennsylvania, 
Eastern 


Ohio. Central Illinois, the Hazard 
field _ of Kentucky, Northern West 
Virginia, cte., Mr. Morrow said, coals 
of lower grade arc 
produced. 
In 


r.urh diistricta, prices declined from 
10 cents to 40 cents per ton below 
the prices which prevailed under the 
U. S. Fuel Administration. 


Cost Increases. 


. "Meantime,," Mr. Morrow said, 
"the cost of producing bituminous 
coal is higher now than it was a 
year ago, due to the fact that the 
tnmes then were operating six days 
a week and in many cases are now 
operating only four days per week 
and some cases only three clays a 
week. 
The 
overhead expense of 


maintaining mines goes on iust the 
same whether coa'. is produced or 
not. 
These idle day expenses have 


resulted in increased costs per ton, as 
compared 
with last year. 
When 


these increased cocty are considered 
in connection with the general de- 
crease in prices, it is clear that 
j.rolita of bituminous coal operators 
are materially Icis than a year ago." 


Mr. Morrow drew comparisons be- 


tween the prices of bituminous i-cals 
at the mines in the United States 
and foreign countries. 


"Prices at the mines in Great 


Britain," he said, "are about three 
times the mine prices prevalent in 
the United States; in France the 
mine prices are rnoro than three and 
a half times those of the United 
States. 
English mine prices ranga 


from $ .94 to ,$7.14 per ton, while 
bituminous coal in France is costing 
about $8.76 per ton at the mines, 
The average mine price Of bitumi- 
nous coal sold in the United States is 
in the 
neighborhood of $2.40 per 


ton." 


Effect of Car Shortage. 


The effect of car shortage upon 


coal production was testified to by 
John Calahan. Traffic Manager of 
the National Coal Association, 


"Car shortages caused the coal 


mines to fail to produce 5,900,000 
tons of coal during the weeks ending 
August 2 and August U," Mr. Calla- 
han said. "This is sufficient coal to 
supply the requirements of the state 
of New Jersey for ten months. 


••Tho difficulty today is a trans- 


portation deficiency and not a car 
shortage alone. Coal is one of the 
few commodities which can not wait 
on transportation. It ia physically 
impossible in many instances, to 
brine coal to the surface of the earth 
and store it for the reason that tho 
pit mouth ia on tho side of a moun- 
tain or hilL 


"Moreover, the proper place to 


Bton coal is at the point of con- 
sumption, where it will be availably 
when ^required for use. lUiiron 


cars must be ready when the coal is 
brought out of l.he ground. This 
absolutely essential. 


"Many mines are idle today on ac- 


count of no cars. Two hundred and 
eighty-live mines were idle because 
of car shortage in one West Virginia 
district during the week ended,July 
2f>. This was before the shop Bien's 
.strike. 
Ninety-ssven mines in 
1 this 


district failed to go to work in ona 
day while many others only worked 
part time that day. 


"The total bituminous coal lost 


through lack of railroad cars at the 
mines from the week ending June 1 
to the week ending August 9. inclu- 
sive, was 12.251.762 tons, distributed 
by weeks as follow;: June 7. 888,- 
SMfi; June 14, 655,190; June 21, 936,- 
fi«2; June 28. 644,1-19: July 5, 285,- 
485; July 32, 428.M59; July 19, 1,146,- 
075; July 2R, 1,764.264; August 2, 
2,311.401?; August '.), 3.591,180. This 
means 24f>.0(!0 cars, or 7.000 train 
loads. Tliis is more thnn six months' 
supply for nil the 
New England 


states; nnd this loss occurred in ten 
vessels only. 


Car Shortage Increases. 


"Since July 12, this shortage has 


been increased by leaps and bounds. 
These figures are based on the United 
.States Geological .Survey reports, 
which indicate that whereas for the 
week ended July 19. where Director 
General Hincs chose to close his re- 
cent report to the Senate, the loss on 
account of car shortage was 7.4 per 
cent of full time output, tho loss on 
August 8, was 22.5 per cent, this in 
the face of statements by tho Rail- 
load Administration to the effect 
that conditions are not now abnormal. 
In other words, the loss because of 
no cars at mines has trebled in three 
weeks, and is now on a parity with 
the ordinary shortage during severe 
winter months when the Railroads 
arc handicapped by congestions and 
engine failures. 


"The Director General points oat 


in his report, that 37,000 new cars 
have been built, of which 17,000 hav&., 
been put in service. If all of the 37,- 
000 cars had been in service during 
the week of August 9. there would 
still be a shortage of 34,000 care 
during the one week alone; but thesa 
cars are not yet in service and they 
arc going into service very slowly. 


Concerning the number of cars 


now in the repair shop, Mr. Callahan 
said: 


"There are • 
portionately more . 


coal cars in bad order today than 
closed cars. Of a total of 1,183.490 
closed cars, 95,928 or 8.1 per cent 
were in bad order on July 12, as com- 
pared with 98,139 bad order coal 
cars, out of a total of such cars of 
J»74,547 or 10.1 per cent coal cars in 
bad order. Repairs to coal cars are 
being neglected through preference 
to other cars. Moreover a figure of 
10 per cent of coal car ownership in 
shop is abnormal. There should not 
be to exceed 5 per cent of the total 
number of coal cars in shop under 
ordinary good railroad management. 


"The country is full of bad order 
cars. They impede the movement of 
freight through railroad yards in 
certain districts and are backing up 
the current of traffic. 


"Moreover 8 to 10 per cent of the 


62,000 locomotives owned by the rail- 
roads nnder Federal control arc now 
in the shop for classified repair> 
These 5,500 or more engines, accord- 
ing to indications, will bo needed 
quite early this winter. They could 
be used now in avoidinsr blocking coal 
mines with loaded ears. If these 
engines are not repaired nt once, 
the? may. when required for DM. 6* 
in just the same condition to many 
cars are in today."
